It is not phonetic, It is not in- 
genious, it is, In fact,, a motiveless absurdity, 
all the more lo be condemned because such 
wit as "Josh Hillings" IMSM-SSCS is entirely of 
the sub-allusive kind, wliich is so seldom liked 
except among the educated. The real man i« 
not "Josh Hillings," but, (o compare small 
things with great, an American Montaigne. 
llns sentence, for instance, "\Vc have made 
justice a luxury of civilization," Is essentially 
ol the Sydney Smifh lype, and is not made 
more subtle, but only unintelligible, by ridicu- 
lous spelling. It would lie hardly possible to 
express the truth that civilization lias secured 
justice, hut has not secured il to the poor, in a 
terser or more biting Conn, Iml its pithiness is 
just ol the kind which u reader capable of spel- 
ling '-is" as "i/." would never comprehend, any 
more than he would this curious and quite true 
observation 
in natural history: "Monkeyi 


never grow any older in expression. 
A young 


monkey looks exactly like his grandpa melted 
up and born again." Or this: '-.N'o man can 
l« a healthy jester unless he ha.« been nursed 
al the breast of wisdom," a sentence winch con- 
lams the whole difference between Ihc humor 
of a manlike Sydney Smith or Charles Lamb 
and Ihe hninoi of Mr. Lear. Where, again, is 
the sense, not to say ihc laslc ortlie propriety 
of misspelling a line sentence like Ibis : "Humor 
must fall ont of a man's mouth like music out 
of a bobolink," which is intelligible only to 
those to whom bad spelling, nnd es|>ecinlly ar* 
lilicial bad spelling, la a mere cause of disgust, 
There is a woild of wisdom in Ihe saying, "It 
is easier to he n harmless dove than "n decent 
serpent,''—that is, to be a man constitutionally

"JOSH BILLINGS" IN ENGLISH, 


Educated Americans often express sonic as- 


tonishment at the liking displayed by the JSrit- 
ish public for tlie American " humorists, " men 
In whom they say they find little except some 
commonplace extravagance ami much had swil- 
ling. With the exception of the "lleatnen 
Chinee," which made an immense hit, and ex- 
ercised a permanent influence on public opinion, 
they do not we are told, genuinely admire any 
of the comic productions Englishmen find so 
i.icy. They 
prefer 
Mr. 
Lowell's serious 


poems, which, sweet as they arc, will scarcely 
live, to the "liigelow Papers," which will las't 
as long as theii dialect remains intelligible; 
scarcely estimate Leland at English valuation, 
wonder at the fuss made aboiii Mark Twain, 
and hold Arti'mus Ward I o have been a low 
comedian. As the Americans are in their way 
more humorous than the English, and as they 
produce these professional humorists, this want 
of appreciation of them would be hard to un- 
derstand, or even to admit., were it not visible 
also among the Scotch, hdf of whom are full 
of a racy humor which the other half seem 
unable (o comprehend. We never met a Scotch- 
man yet—we have tried the experience sever- 
al times—who fully enjoyed Aitemus Ward, or 
understood why the absurd incongruity of his 
sayings with the shrewdness embodied in his 
thought made Englishmen shake with laughter 
such as no English humor seemed in any equal 
dogiee to provoke. 
There must bo two pub- 


lics in America, just as there are in Scotland, 
and one of them despises the laughter which 
the other enjoys. One cause of the contempt is, 
we suspect, the artificiality into which allliumor- 
ists who trade on their humor are apt to fall, 
another, the weariness of Americans of the 
shrewd sayings in which much of their humor 
is embodied; and a third, the preposterous use 
some of the couiie aphorists make of bad spel- 
ling. Artemus Ward made his bad spelling 
funny, the absolute difference between the 
method of conjugating one expected and the 
method he tried exciting of itself the sense of 
incongruity, which is the first cause of laughter: 
but his imitators have lost his art, such as it 
was, almost or quite completely. The person 
who calls himself" Josh Billings" has entirely. 
Chancing to take up the book at« railway sta- 
tion, the writer decided during a ten-minutes' 
run that "Josh Billings'" wit and humor was,' 
on the whole, the most contemjitibijr vulgar

A vuiitoi to tlic Ohio Penitentiary at Colum- 


bus, gives an account of a remarkable work 
carried on In the Institution by the Chaplain, 
flic Rev. O. II. Newton, during tlie past three 
years, by which a church has bco.r. founded 
within the prison walls. On catering upon his 
labors Mr. Newton had a room built in the 
prison for liii occupancy to which the prisoners 
were allowed free access for Christian counsel 
and instruction. The first week eight prison- 
era came to him professing penitence for their 
sins and asking to be baptized. The next week 
there were fifteen, and the number of converts 
increased so rapidly tl>at a committee was 
formed for their examination. One hundred 
and three were approved, and a Young Men's 
Christian Association was formed which should 
be in cflect a Christian Church to these men. 
Out of the 1,000 inmates that the prison usual!) 
contains, -162 have become members of the As- 
sociation. Of this number 240 have gone out 
of !lie penitentiary, a large majority of whom 
•till prove faithful to their profession of religion 
The result of this remarkable revival has been 
a great improvement in I lie social woihl, uiu 
industrial life of the prisoneis, and the allow- 
Ance for good conduct to the convicts, says the 
Warden, lia> steadily increased.

THE BEEOHEE-TILTOir SOAHDAL. 


Houltou'H Statement Withheld from th* 
Public. 


EW YOUK, August 11.—A feeling of disap- 


pointment prevails in the community over the 
unsatisfactory end toward which the Beecber- 
Tilton scandal is drifting. The Express, in one 
of its latest editions to-night, says: "The crisis 
is now at hand, and the committee are per- 
fectly aware of it. II. is still asserted by those 
who espouse the cause of Mr. Beecher that the 
case will be settled, and that Mr. Tilton's threat 
to carry it into the courts will never be ful- 
filled. There arc prominent parties •working 
in the interest of Mr. BeceliPr who do not be- 
long lo Plymouth Church, but whose services 
as wtil as money, it is alleged, are devoted to 
bring an end to the scandal." This, coming 
from the Exprem, which all along has shown 
no partiality in its treatment of the case, either 
locally or editorially, socnis rather significant, 
though it still leaves tho public in doubt as to 
the exact nature of the ending. The same pa- 
per has tbe following relative to the document 
left with the committee by Mr. Jloulton yester- 
day and handed over to District Attorney Win- 
slow, one of the committee, far the pnrjiose of 
comparing tlic letters with the originals at Mr. 
Moullon's residence, to-day: The District At- 
torney ascended tbe steps ot Mr. Moulton's 
housf! on Rernsen street, about half past 11. 
He was surprised to find tbc late editor of the

The Evansville Journal gives the following 


account of this famous, mare : The "Maid" was 
a wayward child. From the date of her birtli 
on the farm of John B. Decker, in Wantage 
township. Sussex county, K. Y., in the spring 
of 1857, to the age of six years, she distinguish- 
ed herself in many ways, but never as a trotter. 
She was undersized, nervous and fretful, and 
utterly refused heavy farm work. Mr. Deckel1, 
her owner, says he never got any work out of 
her but twice, one half-day in plowing corn 
and one half-day in drawing stones. Once 
she was hitched to a harrow, but after a short 
distance she reaied backward and entangled 
both her hind legs in the cross-piece of the har- 
row and so injured those members, tliat when 
she goes out for her morning walk, it is said 
she still shows signs of stiffness behind, caused 
by this fall in "early lite. From the time she 
was sis months old until Mr. Decker sold her 
she was used as a race horse, though without 
her owner's knowledge. The boys on the farm 
of coarse, as hoys do, were anxious to know 
which was the speediest liorso, and at an early 
day they found it was the *'Maid." And so, 
after the ''old man" had gone to bed they 
would take her out of the pasture or stable 
whenever a race could be made up, and run 
her on the road after night. She beat every- 
thing that could be brought, to run with her, 
so that finally none but the uninformed from 
a distance could be found to bet against her. 
These races were made up at the country stores 
and lounging places in the evening, after farm 
work was over, and the race run the same 
night, after the "old man" had gone to bed. 
No training, no grooms, no jockeys, no weight 
for age—just a rean or a boy in bis bare feet, 
mounted bareback, with his toes hugging the 
mare's belly like a leech, was the style ; and 
the "Maid*' no doubt enjoyed it moro than she 
has some of her late races in the trotting ring. 
One day in the summer of 1S(S), two men were 
out buying horses for the army, and stopped all 
night at Mr. Decker's, and in the morning 
bought the "Maid" of him for $200, and started 
for home, leaving the maie behind them. On 
their way they met a Mr. Toiupkins, who knew 
tbti little mare, and bought her of them for 
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The town of Austin, Mississippi, lias for

vatlon. 
If tin- soil is reasonably froc from 


stones and niallmv, the labor of planting <"in be 
very much lessfnad. Like other drops, pota- 
toes rajuin; good {<•)•( llizut ion, ami us a general 
rule the amount of the crop is increased by 
Mbeinl applic.il inns. This crop ^ciicnilly tines 
fully '04, \rcll_. if tlic manure is. lTioron»hly «!e- 
comiiosc(lt.in v liicli caso, it, js fully us wi-1! to 
spread the manure broadcast and plow, it in, 
thoroughly incorporating it with the soil, es- 
pecially if posst >,scd in laigo quantities, so that 
Ilio application may bo liberal. If the quantity 
Js limitcfd then it, would bu belter to make the 
application in lite hill. Also in ease coarse ma- 
nure or sfilurati'd straw is to IK; used it, should 
be similarly ii|)|.lird. The potato delights in a 
loose soil \i\\\ liirh its tubers have ample scope 
for expansion ; nnd Jtcncc when coarse manures 
are ust-ii, the e.ulh is loost-ly supffuilmi arid so 
the end is ntfainud. Uy some it is prcferrm! to 
drop the seed, mid then I ho manure, bill the 
stijteriortty of one method over the other is a 
jnatlur to be determined by cxperiiuont. 
Hav- 


ing prepared flic ground, !c-t it bo furrowed 
at out lliroc fcH apnrt, and if coarse manure is 
used strew jl along the furrow, :iml then drop 
the seed not inure than one foot apart in the 
hilld. It is much better to have the ground in 
tho rovs, fully nccupied, and the product will be 
much greater. 


"NVe have used lo-good advantage an npplica- 


tioii of chip dirt thoroughly saturated with 
urine, putting it upon the potatoes after they 
were dropped. When the seed and manure is 
nit tliv.jipod, (.'OUT the potatoes with a plow by 
turning two fuirows together foiinlug a ridge, 
or what is bell'T, a tohacro ridger may be u^ed 
which will perform the operation in going once 
across the field, and do it more evenly. Just 
before the potato te ready to conic up let Hie 
Held bo thoroughly harrowed v.lnch will reduce 
the iLIges, hill i,hc weeds and very greatly 
assist the ftitiiie cultivation. 


We arc confident, that for the Kaily liosc in 


particular, which is n putalo that naturally 
grows out of (lie ground, this is a much better 
course than to cover with the hoe.

Whi-ii tho soctl and mannrc is 
all dmppcd, eo\rr tho potatoes with a plow by 
turitini,' two fui rows together funning a ridge, 
or wliat is better, a tobacco ridgcr nniy bo used 
which will pnrfonn tho oprsnUion in going once 
across the field, and do it more evenly. Just 
liefoic tho potato is ready to come up let, the 
field be thoroughly' harrowed ulnch will reduce 
the lidgea, kill liio woods and very greatly 
assist the fiiluro cultivation.
